NATIONAL AIRPORTS AUTHORITY 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 24th May, 1989 

No. Sec : 9.2.13,—In exeicisc ol the powers ton- 
ierred by sub-section (1) read with clauses (kj aild 
(o) of sub-section (2) and sub-section (3) ol sec¬ 
tion 38 of the National Airports Authority Act, 1985 
(64 of 1985), the National Airports Authority, with 
the approval of the Central Government, heieby 
makes the following regulations, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement — (1) These 
regulations may be called the National Airports 
Authority (General Management, Entry lor Ground 
Handling of Air Transport Services) Regulations, 
1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on tlic Hate of 
their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Application,—These regulations shall apply to— 

(a) all aerodromes whereat domestic air trans¬ 
port services are operated or arc intended 
to be operated, other than— 

(i) aerodromes to which the Tnlernational 
Airports Authority Art, 1971 applies; 
and 

(ii) aerodromes and airfields belonging to, or 
subject to the control of, any armed force 
of the Union; 

(b) all civil enclaves; and 

(c) all aeronautical communication stations. 

3. Definitions —In these regulations, unless the 
context otherwise requires— 

(a) “Act" means the National Airport Autho¬ 
rity Act, 1985 (64 of 1985); 

(b) “apron" means a part of an aerodrome or 
civil enclave meant for parking of aircraft 
for purposes of loading or unloading of 
passengers or cargo or for refuelling or for 
maintenance; 

(c) “Chairman" means the Chairman of the 
Authority appointed under section 3 of the 
Act; 

(d) “competent authority" means the Chairman 
or any other officer authorised by him in 
this behalf; 

(e) “manoeuvring area" means a part of an 
aerodrome or civil enclave (excluding 
apron) which is used for take-off and land¬ 
ing of aircraft; 

(1) “movement area” means a part of an aero¬ 
drome or civil enclave used for the surface 
movement of aircraft and includes mano¬ 
euvring area and apron; 

(g) “ground handling” means ramp handling 
and traffic handling. 
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4. Prohibition of entry in the movement area ;— 
No person shall enter into or remain in the move- 
ment area for operating any vehicle or other equip¬ 
ment for ground handling of any aircraft at an 
aerodrome except as provided in regulation 5. 

5. Restriction of entry in the movement area 

(1) lintry into and remaining in the movement 
area for operating any vehicle or other equipment 
for ground handling of any aircraft, whether private 
or belonging to any airline, shall be restricted to— 

(a) the employeees of the Authority duly autho¬ 
rised in this behalf; 

(b) the operator or the owner of such aircraft 
or his whole-time employees authorised by 
him in this behalf subject to such condi¬ 
tions as may be specified from time to time 
by the competent authority having regard to 
all aspects including safety, security and 
proper and efficient management of the 
aerodromes; 

(c) any other operator or agency who, by virtue 
of this or its having been engaged in the 
ground handling of such aircraft immedia¬ 
tely prior to 1st June, 1986, has been spe¬ 
cially permitted by the competent authority 
to continue to provide the ground handling 
facility for such aircraft, subject to such 


terms and conditions as the competent 
authority may determine from time to time 
having regard to all aspects including safety, 
security and proper and efficient manage¬ 
ment of the aerodromes : 

Provided that the airline operator, or any 
agency so permitted shall continue and 
restrict his or its exact job to the extent 
and to the airline which he or it was en¬ 
gaged in immediately prior to the issuance 
of such permit : 

Provided further that nothing contained here¬ 
in shall be construed to confer any right 
on any operator, owner, agency or an air¬ 
line, to carry on the business of ground 
handling of any aircraft at an aerodrome 
to which these regulations apply unless 
specific permission, in writing, from the 
competent authority has been obtained. 

6. Punishment.—The contravention of the provi¬ 
sions of regulations 4 and 5 shall be punishable with 
a fine of five hundred rupees and in the case of a 
continuing contravention with an additional fine of 
twenty rupees for every day during which such con¬ 
travention continues after conviction for the first such 
contravention.

present the Chairman may dissolve the meeting or adjourn 
it to the same day in the following week at the same time 
and place, and if at such adjourned meeting a quorum is 
not present, the shareholders who aro present *n person or 
by proxy or by duly authorised representative shall form a 
quorum : 

Provided that no annual general meeting shall be adjourn¬ 
ed to a date later than the date within which such annual 
general meeting shall be held in terms of the proviso to sub¬ 
sec. (1) of Section 42 of thfs Act and if adjournment of the 
meeting to the same day in the following week would have 
this effect, the annual general meeting shall not be ad¬ 
journed but the business of the meeting shall be commenced 
either as soon within one hour from the time appointed for 
the meetings as a quorum may be present, or immediately 
after the expiry of one hour from that time and those share¬ 
holders who are present in person or by proxy or by duly 
authorised representative at such time shall form a quorum.

ARCHITECTS (PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT) 
REGULATIONS. 1989 

New Delhi, the 11th May 1989 

F. No. CA/1/89.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) read with clause (i) of sub-section (2) of 
section 45 of the Architects Act, 1972 (Act No. 20 of 
1972), the Council of Architecture, with the approval of 
tho Central Government, hereby makes the following regu¬ 
lations to promote the standard of professional conduct/' 
self-discipline required of an architect, namely 

1. Short title and commencement : 

(1) These regulations may be called with Architects (Pro¬ 
fessional Conduct) Regulations, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. (1) Without prejudice to the provisions of the Central 
Civil Services (Conduct) Ruled, 1964 or any other siroilai 
rules applicable to an architect, such architect shall :— 

(i) ensure that his professional activities do not con¬ 
flict with his general responsibility to contribute to 
tt-a nmlity of the environment and future welfare 
ot society, 

(ii) apply his skill to the creative, responsible and eco¬ 
nomic development of his community, 

(iii) provide professional services of a high standard, to 
the best of ability, 

(iv) if in private practice, inform his client of the con¬ 
ditions of engagement and scale of charges and 
agree that these conditions shall be the basis of 
his appointment,

(xv) not attempt to obtain, offer to undertake or accept a 
commission for which he knows another architect 
has been selected or employed until he has evidence 
that the selection, employment or agreement has 
been erminated and he has given the previous 
architect written notice that he is so doing. 


Provided that in the preliminary stages of works, 
the client may consult, in order to select the archi¬ 
tect, as many architects as he wants, provided he 
makes payment of charges to each of the architects 
so consulted, 

(xvi) comply with the Council's guidelines for architec¬ 
tural competitions and inform the Council of his 
appointment as assessor for an architectural compe¬ 
tition, 

(xvii) when working in other countries, observe the re¬ 
quirements of codes of conduct applicable to the 
place where he I* working, 

(xvlii) not have or take as partner in his firm any person 
who is disqualified for registration by reason of 
the fact that his name has been removed from the 
Register under section 29 or 30 of the Architects 

Act, 1972, 

(xix) provide their employees with suitable working en¬ 
vironment, compensate them fairly and facilitate 
their professional development, 

(xx> recognize and respect the professional contribution 
of his employees, 

(xxi) provide their associates with suitable working en¬ 
vironment, compensate them fairly and facilitate 
their professional development,

(c) advertisements including Lhe name and address 
of an architect may be published in connec¬ 
tion with calling of tenders, staff requirements 
and similar matters, 

Id) may allow his name to be associated with illu¬ 
strations and descriptions of his work in the 
press or other public media but he shall 
not give or accept any consideration for such 
appearances, 

(e) may allow his name to appear in advertise¬ 
ments inserted in the press by suppliers or 
manufacturers of materials used in a building 
he has designed, provided his name is includ¬ 
ed in an unostentatious manner and he does 
not accept any consideration for its use, 

(f) may allow his name to appear in brochure 
prepared by clienls for the purpose of advertis¬ 
ing or promoting projects for which he has 
been commissioned, 

(g) may produce or publish brochures, pamphlets 
describing his experience and capabilities for 
distribution to those potential clients whom he 
can identify by name and position, 

(h) xnay allow his name to appear in the classified 
columns of the trade/professlonal directoiy 
and/or telephone directory 

(2) If an architect practises as a partner in a partnership 
firm or is incharge and is responsible to a company register¬ 
ed under the Companies Act, 1936 for the conduc. of busi¬ 
ness of such company, he shall ensure that such partnership 
firm or the company, as the case may be, complies with the 
provisions of sub-regulation (1),
